definitely scattered and that the “in- 
ternational liquor dealers who former- 
ly operated just off the coast have 
moved their bases to Canada and the 
Bahama Islands.” 
Mr. Dunning reported that air- 
planes have already demonstrated 
their value in prohibition enforce- 
ment sufficiently to warrant their 
use, and he said that he would plot 
the. whole of the Florida coast if ad- 
ditional airplanes were made avail- 
able. | ' 

He has mapped a portion of the 
coast with the three seaplanes re- 
cently given him by the navy, which 
were also helpful, he said, in spotting 
rum runners off the coast. 

Declaring enforcement conditions 
had improved “100 per cent” during 
the last six months in the southeast- 
ern states, Dunning expressed the 
hope today that Assistant Secretary 
Andrews would continue at the helm 
of the prohibition forces. He credit- 
ed improved conditions to the pro- 
gram put into operation by Andrews.

Governor Announces in 
Message Expectation of 
50 Per Cent Reduction 
Before Term Ends. 


REDUCTION SECOND 
IN MARTIN’S TERM 


Governor Declares That 
Action Is Answer to 
Those “Who Have Been 
Slandering State.” 


Tallahassee, Fla., July 7.—(?)— 
Governor John W. Martin today an- 
nounced a reduction of 20 per cent 
in state taxes for 1926. The new 
rate, 7 1-2 mills, to become effective 
in November, will be the lowest levied 
by the state:in 10 years. 

In announcing the reduction, which 
will mean a saving to property cwn- 
ers of 3 mills, or $3 on the thousand, 
Governor Martin mi has brought 
about tl. rough “the“growth and de- 
velopment of the state, the economi- 
cal administration of its laws and the 
functioning of its government.“ 

The chief executive predicted that 
before his term of office expires he 
will have reduced taxes 50 per cent. 
The latest reduction is the second of 
his administration and in a statement 
accompanying the announcement to- 
day Mr. Martin said he had reason 
to believe the next legislature would 
“exercise the same degree of foresight 
and prudence” in making appropria- 
tions as the preceding one and. thus f 
assure another reduction in 1927. 


This reduction,” the governor ‘said; } 


‘should be a sufficient answer to 
those who ure slandering and traduc- 
ing our splendid state. It speaks 
stronger than words of the economi- 
cal, financial and business conditions 
of Florida, ‘and ‘its governmental ad- 
ministration. At no time in the last 
10 years has the state levy reached 
this low stage.“ 

The present tax is $10.50 per $1,- 
000. Under the new rate the $7.50 

r $1,000 will be apportioned as fol- 
ows: 

To the general revenue fund, of 
common schools, $1; pensions, $2.2: 
health, 375; roads, 25 ; prisons, 
375 for tick eradication; 50; free 
echool books, .75. The levy for pris- 
ons was increased from 1-4 mill to 
3-8 mills.

It seems there 
is no caution about this printed on the 
label of the dye, and bootblacks or 
shoe repair men freely apply the dye 
“while you wait.” If you want to 
play saf:, better not wait. Or if 
you wish to wait, then wait at least a 
day wliile the shoes are drying out. 

Painters using anilra or nitroben- 
zene preparations are likely to suffer 
this poisoning if they accidentally 
spill some on their clothing, unless 
they immediately remove the clothing. 
The clothing serves as a sponge and 
the warmth of the body evaporates 
the poison, which is inhaled in the 
volatile state, as so much chloroform 
might be if spilled on one’s clothes. 

Many ancient medical authorities, 
and not a few of our modern indus- 
trial hygiene experts, have jumped to 
the conclusion that such poisons are 
absorbed through the skin. No physi- 
cian or chemist has been able to dem- 
on strate that anything of the kind is 
absorbed through the unbroken skin 
either accidentally in occupational ex- 
posure or when the substance is ap- 
plied in the form of a medicament.

LOANS TO FOREIGN 
NATIONS INCREASE 


Washington, July 7.) — Private 
American loans to foreign governments 


and corporations totaled 8432.68. 200 
in new capital during the first half 
of 1926, when 109 foreign security 
issues were placed on the American 
market. This figure, the commerce de- 
partment announced today, compares 
with $437,266,000 for the same period 
last year, and $225.913,000 for the 
first six months of 1924. 

The aggregated nominal capital rep- 
resented in all foreign securities: issued 
in this country for the half vear end- 
ing June 30 was placed at $583,853.- 
500, but this amount included refund- 
ing loans aggregating $151.195,300. 
More than 20 of the issues were mar- 
keted either at par or at a premium, 
while the price of the remainder aver- 
aged about 96 1-2. 

Although Canada led other coun- 
tries in the number of issues. with 
36, the dominion ranked third in the 
amount of new loans obtained, with 
$102,715.000. A total of $83,000,000 
of Canadian issues was used for re- 
funding. Germany, with 33 issues, 
was first, selling $159,720,500 all in 
new issues, on the American market. 
while Latin-American countries, with 
23 issues, obtained $114,970.000 in 
new capital while issuing $61,776,000 
for refunding purposes, 

Foreign securities sold on the 
American market during the last five 
years, after deducting for refunding, 
totaled $553,000,000 in 1921; $734.- 
000.000 in 1922; 58395.000, 000 in 1923; 
$878.000,000 in 1924, an- 51,011, 
207,000 in 1925.

Dry Law Failure 
Blamed on Court 
Delay by Green 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

Washington, July 7.—Attacking 
“the slowness of American criminal 
prosecution,” Major Walton Green, re- 
tiring chief of the dry unit assigned 
to investigate international rum 
rings. today asserted that delay in 
the federal district courts is one of 
the greatest obstacles to enforcement 
of the dry law. 


Major Green asserted that adequate 
penalties coupled with swift and sure 
punishment would wipe out rum 
smuggling within a short time. He 
said that less than 10 per cent of 
the liquor consumed is smuggled 
goods and most of the present wet“ 
cargoes consisted of Scotch malts, fla- 
voring extracts and other ingredients 
for making liquor. 

Basing his conclusions an his ten 
months’ experience as chief investi- 
gator, Major Green said that more 
and more of the liquor consumed 
in this. country is manufactured here 
and that less and less is coming from 
abroad. He named Cuba, Canada 
and the Bahamas as the big liquor 
dump’’ where the international rum 
rings store their ‘cargoes before run- 
ning it into.the United States. 

Another conclusion reached by 
Green is that more and more women 
are becoming bootleggers. 

“One reason for this,“ he said, 
“is that many women who operate 
small stores in the cities sell liquor 
as a sideline.” 

Major Green pictured the work of 
his investigators 75 per cent of whom 
are former officers or reserve officers 
as more exciting than a movie thrill. 
er. His men, he said, often ride the 
rum runners’ ships, work with the 
crew and allow load after load 
of liquor to be landed in an effort 
to obtain evidence which will result 
in the arrest of the men higher up. 

“The only ones we want are the 
big fellows,’’ Mr. Green said. “Our 
motto is, ‘to hell with the liquor, 
get the men.“ 

“Thhese big rum organizations,“ he 
said, have their own fleets of ves- 
eels including armed boats, tugs and 
even coastguard cutters. They have 
whisky buyers in Europe and they 
ome og elaborate organizations on

garrote preparatory to the execution 
Thursday of a condemned man. Mean- 
while a fellow prisoner, chosen to 
turn the screw, which will snuff out 
the life of Salvador Aguilera, is about 
to feast on a luxurious breakfast be- 
fitting a millionaire. 

The executioner, Francisco de 
Paula Homero, declares he feels no 
gualms about performing the task as- 
signed to him. Instead of showing 
fright, he discusses with considerable 
equanimity and some glee, his plans 
when he is released from prison; he 
will receive a considerable reduction 
of sentence for turning the screw. 

Meanwhile, Aguilera has betrayed 
no sign of nervousness, refusing to 
become panicky even when confront. 
ed by a priest who offered spiritual 
consolation. 

“Never mind,” he said. 

He has requested that he be per- 
mitted to die without being blindfolded 
and strapped in the chair. 

Officials have completed the de- 
tails of the execution and have an- 
nounced that only persons necessary 
for the execution will be permitted 
in the death chamber.

Exchange Doing Well. 

„While Japan's financial conditions 
are not bad we must effect further 
economies if we are to maintain our 
rogram. Along with the navy prob- 
em comes the question of raising the 
embargo on the export of gold. This 
embargo should be removed as soon 
as reasonably possible. Our exchange 
seems to be doing well and we are 
considering when the embargo can be 
lifted. I cannot say when this will be. 
Meanwhile the navy budget is occu- 
pying most of our time.” 


Last year the navy asked 320.000. 
000 yen (about $160,000,000) for a 
five-year replacement program. Fi- 
nance Minister Hamaguchi disap- 
proved this, and it was decided fi- 
nally, despite. strong naval protests, 
to postpone the program for at least 
one year. At that time the question 
nearly disrupted the cabinet, and i 
was only through the mediation of 
the late premier, Count Kato, that 
peace was restored between the navy 
and finance ministers. The cabinet 
granted the navy 26,000,000 yen ($13.- 
000,000) to build four destroyers and 
other small craft. 

Admiral Takarabe and the navy ex- 
perts are understood to be ready to 
go to extremes to obtain the $150,- 
000,000 which they say is absolutely 
necessary for maintenance of Japan’s 
sea armaments. Other government of- 
ficials believe the present condition of 
the country does not permit such a 
large appropriation. 


Bernard Shaw 
Would Protect 
Public Morals 


ete —— 

London, July 4.—“Would any cen- 
Sor have taken the responsibility of 
letting loose the Bible had he known 
what disastrous results would ensue?” 
George Bernard Shaw asked crypti- 
cally in a speech here. 

“But,” he added, “‘they pass Ameri- 
can moving pictures that have been 
steady propoganda of anarchism and 
violence, These plays are a real 
danger, and are far more obnexious 
than harmless stage sex plays.“ 
Shaw urged that theaters be 
licensed to produce any plays desired, 
and that the licenses be withdrawn if 
necessary to protect the real moral 
interest of the community. 

“If a lawyer does anything out- 
rageous he can be struck off the 
rolls,“ Shaw explained. “If a doctor 
does anything outrageous he can be 
struck off the medical register. But 
in the case of the dramatists there is 
no kind of regular control. 

They are treated as rogues and 
vagabonds—which some of them prob- 
ably are—and there is set over them, 
as is the case with other rogues and 
vagabonds, a ‘respectable’ sort of 
person who is given extreme power 
not applied to the ordinary profes- 
sion

Washington, July 7.—(#)—Secre-

Settle a letter which was made pub- 
lic at Mr. Jardine’s office. 

“I can not let go unanswered your 
charges as to my contract with the 
rain marketing company,” Secretary 
Jardine said. “In the first place simi- 
lar charges are bein made from 
other quarters and am convinced 
that it is part of a deliberate cam- 
paign to discredit me and my endorse- 
ment of a legislative measure which 
I am positive is constructive and 
worthwhile. Secondly, senate reso- 
lution 269 which was offered to in- 
quire into my alleged grain connee- 
tions and given wide publicity, was 
not acted upon by congress before 
adjournment.
